(project). HECO makes its request in accordance with

Section 2.3.g.2 of General Order No. 7 (G.O. No. 7),

Standards for Electric Utility Service in the State of Hawaii.

Copies of the application were served on the

Department of Commerce and Consumer Affairs, Division of

Consumer Advocacy (Consumer Advocate). On February 5, 2003, the

Consumer Advocate filed its initial position statement, stating

its intent to participate in this proceeding.

Section 2.3.g.2 of General Order No. 7 provides that if

the commission does not act on an electric utility’s application

and render a decision and order within 90 days of filing, the

utility will be allowed “to include the project in its rate base



without the determination by the [c]ommission required by this

rule.” The 90-day period for the commission to take action on

HECO’s application expires on or about April 9, 2003. Given this

impending date, the commission will suspend the triggering of the

90
th day automatic approval provision, in order to allow the

commission additional time to complete its review and

investigation of HECO’s proposed project.

II.

THE COMMISSION ORDERSthat HECO’s application, filed on

January 9, 2003, is suspended until further order of the

commission.
